Over 1,300 frames of stamp ex- 
hibits, displayed in twenty-odd long 


rows, ranged about the spacious 
floor of the well-lighted  C.N.E. 
Automotive building at Toronto 


housed a king's ransom in philatelic 
monetary worth during Capex week, 
Toronto, Sept. 21-29. Aside from this 
were Canadian and British Post Of- 
fice exhibits, government exhibits, 
His Majesty's, King Geo. VIth, ex- 
hibit, the Court of Honour, and last 
but not least, that world's greatest 
rarity, the British Guiana stamp. 
Add to this about 40 dealers’ booths, 
a dozen club lounges, offices, a res- 
taurant, committee rooms and lec- 
ture room, etc., and you have a sum- 
mary though vague description of 
this magnificent exhibition. Only by 
having been present could one ap- 
preciate all that was to be seen or 
the congenial people to be met. If 
you were within reach and failed to 
attend you missed an outstanding 
event. If distance or some other cir- 
cumstance prevented you from being 
present I am only sorry that this 
writer hasn't the brilliance to picture 
for you the treasures you would have 
seen, the philatelie knowledge to be 
gained and the opportunity of seeing 
items displayed which may not be 
possible again in your lifetime. 

It was only possible for us to 
spend a day there. To have fully ap- 
preciated and studied all that was on 
display would have taken every day 
of the exhibition. Reluctantly we had 
to leave, possibly a bit awed or de- 
pressed that we had glimpsed if but 
briefly, an inner world of philately 
that made us realize just how me- 
diocre our knowledge is in regards 
to this *king of hobbies." To many it 
wil have pointed the way to higher 
attainments — and therein lies a 
great worth. 

The exhibition most fittingly com- 
memorated the 100th anniversary of 
Government issued postage stamps 
in Canada. It has the destination of 
being the first international stamp 
exhibition ever held in the British 
Commonwealth of Nations outside of 
Great Britain. And as regards Can- 
ada constituted the biggest philatelic 
event ever held in the Dominion. 
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a Great Show 


From the philetalic standpoint it 
was an acknowledged success. Press 
report states 14,000 stamp collectors 
attended on the opening day. If dis- 
appointment there was on following 
days it arose from indifferent attend- 
ance of the general publie. This 
was not as strong as it might have 
been. One did not have to be a phila- 
telist to have enjoyed the beauty of 
the exhibits much less the educative 
possibilities inherent in the subject 
matter. School children within reach 
should have been encouraged to at- 
tend. Organized groups of senior 
scholars or students could have spent 
a profitable afternoon or day at the 
event. In stamps is knowledge. 


We also anticipated seeing more 
dealer booths, but that might have 
commercialized the event too much. 
Fraternally the event was a success 
with various organizations holding: 
their conventions and annual meet- 
ings during the week. Comradeship 
was met on everyside. We personally 
met many from distant parts whom 
we had previously known only by 
report, or correspondence. 

At time of writing we have re- 
ceived no report on the financial suc- 
cess of the event or detailed listing 
of prize winners. Grand prize winner 
was Gerald E. Willburn of Duncan, 
B.C., whose exhibit was composed 
mostly of early British Columbia 
stamps and covers. Mr. Wellburn a!- 
so had the honour of signing the 
Roll of Distinguished  Philatelists, 
the seroll having been brought from 
England for that purpose.

THE ROYAL COLLECTION 





Mr. Robson Lowe of London, Eng- 
land, was the guest speaker at a 
special meeting of the Westmount 
Stamp Club under the chairmanship 
of Mr. Carl Mangold, the president 
of the club, on Tuesday, September 
11th, at which meeting members of 
the Union Philatelique de Montreal, 
the B.N.A. Collectors Club of Mon- 
treal and the St. Lambert Stamp 
Club were invited. 

Mr. Lowe gave a most interesting 
talk on His Majesty’s collections 
which he illustrated by showing sev- 
eral proof pages in colour from the 
new book “The Royal Philatelic Col- 
lection” by Sir John Wilson, Bt., the 
Keeper of the King’s Philatelie Col- 
lection. 

The speaker gave what he describ- 
ed as a bird’s eye view of the Royal 
collections which consist of what is 
known as the Red Collection, housed 
in 330 volumes bound in red leather, 
which was formed by His late Ma- 
jesty King George V and which the 
present monarch adds to as occasion 
arises. 

The chief interest of King George 
VI lies in the Blue Collection of the 
stamps of his own reign. His particu- 
lar preference being the design and 
the artistic side of the stamps, and 
the collection contains a wealth of 
artists’ drawings, essays and die 
proofs. 

Mr. Lowe gave some particulars 
of a number of the countries in the 
Red Collection. namely Bermuda, 
British Guiana and the B.N.A. sec- 
tion of the collection from which a 
selection is among the Royal exhibits 


in the Court of Honour at Capex.

TRUCKS TO FAST-DELIVER 
MAIL 


Mail deliveries by mechanized 
“combat teams” of  letter-carriers 
who will be rushed to delivery areas 
in trucks will start next month in 
some of Canada's larger cities on an 


experimental basis, according to 
Deputy Postmaster-General W. J. 
Turnbull. 


Purpose of the new plan is to speed 
up delivery of mail and at the same 
time lighten the burden of postmen 


now carrying heavy loads for long 
distances. 
Under the new system, flying 


squads of seven postmen will speed 
by truek from their postal terminal 
to a delivery area. With light packs 
they will *leap-frog" from block to 
block in the designated area, return- 
ing to the truck to be whisked away 
to another central point. Under this 
plan, postal authorities feel, mail 
can be delivered at unprecedented 
speed together with a reduction in 
the, actual physical work now done 
by the mail-carrier. 

The experiment will be: put into 
effect for a whole year, Mr. Turnbull 
said.

EXPERIMENT IN HELICOPTER 
SERVICE 

Mail will be delivered by helicopter 
to nine Ottawa Valley towns in 
November in a joint experiment by 
the Post Office Department and the 
Department of Transport to deter- 
mine costs of this form of mail de- 
livery. 

With its cargo of mail it will leave 
Ottawa at nine o'clock in the morn- 
ings and drop mail bags at Carp, 
Carleton Place, Perth, Smiths Falls, 
Kemptville, Winchester, Chesterville, 
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Finch and Russell With a cruising 
speed of 60 miles an hour and top 
speed of 90 m.p.h., the plane will be 
back at Ottawa by noon. 

In each case the helicopter will 
land at fair grounds or ball parks, 
drop a mail sack and climb for the 
next leg of the flight. A pick-up ser- 
viee has been arranged to take the 
mail from field to post office. The 
month of November was selected de- 
liberately to check the helicopter's 
performance under adverse weather 
conditions. 

At present there is no intention of 
developing regular helicopter mail 
service in the Ottawa Valley. Exist- 
ing mail communications will con- 
tinue in service as before. It is hoped 
however that valuable data will be 
obtained on the cost of helicopter 
mail delivery which would serve as 
a basis for the establishment ef such 
service in remote areas not served by 
rail or highway.

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Perforations --- A-B-C

Never having seen a machine that 
puts “perfins” in stamps, I feel that 
I am well qualified to have theories 
about perfed O.H.M.S. stamps. And 
the theories are about how come they 
perf them like they do — A, B, C, 
etc. Also the theories have something 
to do with ideas of the scarcity of 
partieular perforations; or the lack 
of scarcity. 

All I have read about the perforat- 
ing machine used for  O.H.M.S. 
stamps, indicates that one row of one 
pane of stamps is perfed at a time 
and that the panes are fed to the 
machine by hand. The usual assump- 
tion seems to be that the panes were 
fed at the whim of the operator, with 
no particular system. I believe that 
the feeding was actually very sys- 
tematic and that there are no 
"scarce" varieties to speak of, rath- 
er, either common or quite scarce. 

Evidently the perforating machine 
has an adjustable back stop which 
permits the placing of the panes to 
perforate the first row of stamps 
across the sheet. Then the machine 
is started and is self operating until 
the last row is perforated. Then the 
pane is removed, the back stop re- 
positioned and another pane fed 
through. If for some reason the pane 
didn't feed, the same row of stamps 
would be perforated more than once. 
If the pane did not move at all, the 
perforating would look normal; if 
the pane moved slightly then a 
double, triple, etc., would result de- 
pending on how long the operator 
failed to notice that the pane wasn't 
feeding. If the pane did not feed 
for one row of stamps and was then 
pushed two spaces to bring it up 
against the stop, one row would be 
without perforations, the preceding 
row perfed twice, more or less ob- 
viously, and the following row perfed 
normally. In most cases the double 
perf would be only ragged and a 
collector would save only the pair, 
one with and one without perfora- 
tions. Strips of three, double perf, no 
perf and normal perf, should be rare. 
And informative! 


If the operator was inattentive 
long enough to miss more than one 
row of stamps, he probably then fed 
that sheet by hand to perf the blank 
rows. Bloeks from such panes would 
show irregular spacings between 
rows of perfs. In some rare cases he 
might even turn the pane 90 degrees 
and perf the other way, to avoid 
chewing the stamps too much. I 
would like to see (and to own!) a 
block of nine with the top and bottom 
rows perfed A and E at right angles 
and the middle row perfed only once. 
Spacing errors probably. depend on 
the humidity. Sticky gum would 
make the sheets feed badly and 
might even necessitate gum up feed- 
ing. 

Now about the scarcity of A and 
C, E and F perforations. For some 
reason it seems that the machine was 
set up to perforate panes with the 
narrow selvedge at the top. On hori- 
zontal format stamps from Scott's 
258 on, the machine was wide enough 
to take the full pane, and no selvedge 
was removed. Therefore all plate 
position are available. Lower panes 
have narrow selvedge at the top and 
were fed through right side up and 
were thus perfed “A”. Top panes 
were fed bottom with the narrow 
selvedge up and were perfed “C”. 
Scarcity then is simply a question 
of whether more bottom than top 
panes were perforated, and not a 
question of operator behavior. 

The small stamps from Scott's 249 
on show something else. Regularly 
they were supposed to be perforated 
with the O.H.M.S. centered in the 
stamp. This required perf E or F and 
that the pane be fed with A side up 
and not top or bottom up; but in 
this position the panes were too wide 
for the machine, so the bottom sel- 
vedee was removed from the lower 
panes, the top selvedge from the up- 
per panes, all of the imprints being 
thus removed. These were then fed 
with the narrow side selvedge up. so 
that left panes were perforated F 
and right panes E. Naturally it was 
soon noticed that if the panes were 
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fed the other way, they were narrow 
“enough to go through without remov- 
ing the selvedge. The perforations 
were not centered in the stamp, but 
that may not have seemed import- 
ant as compared with the time saved 
by not removing selvedge. These 
would, as for the large stamps, be 
perforated A for bottom panes and 
C for top. These varieties may be 
scarcer than the E and F but are 
probably not rare. Remember you 
have to reverse your thinking for 
the small stamps of horizontal for- 
mat and the large vertical stamps. 
Also the special delivery and special 
delivery air mail stamps with only 
rieht and left panes would all be 
perforated A. C perfs on these 
stamps would seem to be rare or 
fakes. 

The 1937-8 issue may be different. 
Seemingly all the small stamps were 
perforated E or F and no UL, UR, or 
LR plate blocks exist, only LL with 
the bottom selvedge removed. On the 
ten cent stamp of this issue, A and 
C perfs would seem to be rare or 
fakes. For the 13 cent to one dollar, 
and the airs and special delivery, 
] believe the intention was to perf 
all of them A, which required a re- 
setting of the stop to perf the upper 
panes, because of the wide top sel- 
vedge. C perfs should be scarce to 
rare, especially on the dollar value. 
This should also be true of 262 and 
28. 

What I would like to see is a list 
of O.H.M.S. varieties according to 
the position of the pane in which 
thev occur. Also a listing of plates 
with the position, plate number, with 
or without selvedge and perf variety. 
] am willing to try to compile such 
a list if you will send in information 
on the material you have. Mean- 
while. keep your selvedge on or you 
may lose a rarity. 


U.S. NOTES

Before this article appears, the 
first group of the United Nations 
Stamps will be in the hands of col- 
lectors. The second and third groups 
wil have an interval of a few weeks 
between them. 

No dates of issue have been an- 
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nounced yet, but covers must be sent 
to the United Nations Post Admin- 
istration by mail, well in advance of 


the issue date of each group of 
stamps. 
The American Chemical Society 


stamp, which had its first day at 
New York, September 4th, is the last 
U.S. stamp scheduled for 1951. 

The Philatelie Ageney still has all 
1949 commemoratives on sale as well 
as 1950 and this year's issues. The 
10e, 15e, and 25c U.P.U., which had 
a smaller edition than usually is is- 
sued, have remained on sale, for 21 
months or more. They did not dis- 
appear as quickly as expected by 
collectors. 

The Agency can supply the com- 
plete Presidential Series of 1938, al- 
so, the *Duck" stamps of the past 
five years, the 1947 airmails, special 
delivery, special handling stamps and 
the new embossed stamped envelopes 
for regular and airmail. 

There is a 4c stamp in the current 
Presidential] Series, but it is printed 
in a red-violet color. Since the. last 
change in domestic letter rate in 
1933, letter rate stamps have been 
printed in purple. This stamp, the 4c 
Madison, may be re-issued in purple; 
but there is also a likelihood that a 
new letter rate stamp will be issued. 
And a new letter rate would have to 
be issued in the embossed envelopes 
since there is not one in those used 
last year. 

The postal card rate will be chang- 
ed from 1e to 2c. This would mean 
no change in adhesive stamps, but 
would necessitate a new postal card. 
Colleetors hope that a new design for 
the stamp imprinted on the card will 
he adopted. The current 1c design has 
been in use 30 years. 

Cover collectors, who like slogan 
cancellations on beautifully cacheted 
covers, have a wide selection to 
choose from in the U.S. It is under- 
stood that 31 cities have qualified for 
the slogan cancellation, “Defense 
Bond/Flag City/Award 1951.” No 
complete list of these cities has been 
made available, but 11 are currently 
using them. There are 25 other spe- 
cial event slogan cancellations that 
are current, also. These cancellations 
are very interesting, and make a 
beautiful collection on cacheted cov- 
ers. 
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Book Mention 


The Encyclopaedia of British Em- 
pire Postage Stamps, Vol. III, The 
Empire in Asia, published by Robson 
Lowe Ltd., 50 Pall Mall, London S.W. 
1, England, 559 pages, profusely il- 
lustrated. Publisher's price 42 shil- 
lings. 

This, a third volume on British 
Empire Stamps, as its title informs 
deals with the subject in Asia, and 
follows the lines of the previous two 
volumes in presenting each country 
in its entirety. It aims to provide for 
all classes of collectors (the specialist 
excepted) whether their interests lie 
in the handstruck phase, adhesive is- 
sues, postal stationery or cancella- 
tions. Owing to a large approving 
correspondence received on the sub- 
ject from readers of the Africa 
volume this last has been enlarged 
beyond the publisher's original in- 
tentions. A special feature of the 
volume is the authoritative work on 
“Early Indian Cancellations” by Mr. 
W. Renouf in the appendix. His earl- 
ler work on the subject some 33 years 
ago has long been out of print and 
is entirely rewritten and includes 
much new material since brought to 
lieht. The book most certainly is a 
mine of information. We recommend 
it to the collector and student of 
British Empire stamps and related 
matters. Not only informative, its 
easy reading style recommends it. 





SCOTT'S VOL. I 1952 CATALOG 


The new Scott's Vol. I 1952 catalog 
has arrived, this time in light green 
cover, lettered in red. This volume 
of “The Encyclopedia of Philately” 
deals with the Americas and the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth of Nations. Of 
chief interest to us of Popular 
Stamps is the Canada Section. Grati- 
fying it is to note that recognition 
to increasing the value of Canada 
stamps some few years ago has con- 
tinued. This year’s increases on some 
of the early issues, though not great 
(from $2. to $5) is all to the good. 
No. 1 used has increased from $27.50 
to $30, No. 2 used from $60 to $65 
and No. 3 used, 12d black, from 
$1,850 to $2,000. That ultra-rare 1862 
2c green on laid paper, previously 
carrying no price, is listed at $5,000. 


(K. Bileski of Winipeg bought this 
stamp at a Reford auction in New 
York for $3,800). No. 5 used is raised 
from $60 to $70 and No. 9 used from 
$100 to $120. Slight increases are 
also noted on some of the later issues. 

Regarding other sections of the 
catalog we understand there are a 
number of stamps which appear for 
the first time, such as the 1937 Writ- 
ers and Artists series of Cuba. Some 
minor items have been raised to 
major status as the U.S. No. 11b 3c 
orange brown of 1851 becomes No. 
10. Some major numbers have been 
demoted to minor status in five coun- 
tries. A few transpositions have also 
been noted. Uniontown, Ala. 10c red 
(Confederate States No. 86 x 6). 
Brunei No. 42 10e violet yellow, and 
Selangor 1878 2c brown wmk Crown 
and C.A. (old No. 3) have been 
dropped. 

Many other changes in price, num- 
bering or status will be found by 
those taking the time to search and 
compare. To keep up-to-date the col- 
lector needs this new catalog. Work- 
ing to an old catalog cannot keep 
you posted on the latest in advanced 
philately. The price of the new cat- 
alog also has advanced. We refer you 
to dealer advertisements for price 
quotations, particularly in Canada 
where the rate of exchange may have 
a bearing. 





The Codrington Correspondence, 
1748-1851, by Robson Lowe, publish- 
ed by Robson Lowe, Ltd., 50 Pall 
Mall, London S.W. 1, England. 216 
pages in 7% x 10 format. Consider- 
ably illustrated and bound in cloth. 
Publisher’s price 21 shillings plus 1 
shilling postage. 


This reviewer has always been at- 
tracted to writings biographical or 
tied to personages. After all, what 
is more interesting than people (and 
not excepting stamps) but when the 
two are somewhat tied together, then 
the book is one for philatelists. The 
Codrington correspondence which 
forms the subject of this book was 
found in 1948 in the famous Codring- 
ton House at Dodington. The author 
points out that it is important for 
two reasons. First, for the light it 
throws on current affairs of a most 
interesting century in our history— 
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waning power of great plantations, 
wars with France and America, aboli- 
tion of slavery and the practically 
unknown history of the island colony 
of Barbuda. Secondly, this  corres- 
pondence is important to the postal 
historian. The fall and recovery of 
the packet service, carrying of mail 
by both private vessels and warships, 
handstruck stamps of the West In- 
dies and Ship Letter office in Great 
Britain as well as postal rates are all 
features of interest to the collector. 
And getting back to biography the 
first two chapters of the book deal 
with the family tree of the Codring- 
tons and the Antigua presidency. An 
interesting book throughout. 





NEW REVENUE CATALOG 

A complimentary copy of the 1952 
Standard British North American 
Revenue Catalog edited by Robert G. 
Lowe and published by Marks Stamp 
Company, Limited, Toronto, Canada, 
arrived while we were at  Capex. 
This issue is more extended than 
their previous Revenue catalogs and 
covers issues for the Dominion and 
various provinces.

Has about 3,000 references, in- 
cluding interpretations of phraseol- 
ogy, meanings of overprints, brief 
gazeteer of all recorded stamp-issu- 
ing countries, coinages, populations 
and translations of many foreign 
phrases and words that appear on 
stamps. A concise work of reference 
useful to tyro or expert. 





A Glossary of Philatelic Terms, 
compiled by The Philatelic Congress 
of Great Britain. Edited by Harold 
T. Graham, M.A., published by 
Blandford Press Ltd., 16 West Cen- 
tral St., London W.C. 7, England. 
Ordinary edition 6 shillings, Library 
Edition 8 shillines 6 pence. Part I 
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is a glossary of Philatelic Terms 
with some reference to postal history. 
Part II is a glossary of Technical 
Terms relating to Scientific Methods 
as applied to philately. The work and 
purpose of The Philatelic Congress of 
Great Britain forms an introduction 
to the book of some 108 pages. Much 
of Part I covers terms of general 
knowledge to the advanced collector, 
but Part II provides information not 
so generally known on such fields as 
Microscopy, Photography and Photo- 
micrography, ultra - violet rays 
(Quartz Lamp), and X-rays (Grenz 
and Hard X-rays).

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Reason Why for Out-of-Line Coils 


BY MARCEL BELANGER 


On page 24 of September issue, I 
note comments about the out of 
alignment of the current 2e coil. 
The following might be of interest 
to the vounger generation who .did 
not follow my articles in the phila- 
telic press many years ago on the 
subject. 

Regular coiled stamps are printed 
in 3 different methods. From 1912 to 
1928, sheets were printed in 400's, 
from which strips of 20 were pasted 
end to end to make up rolls of 500 
or 1,000 stamps. In 1930 and 1932, 
they were printed from rolls of con- 
tinuous paper with a line between 
each 24th and 25th stamps. 

Flat plate sheets showed “paste- 
ups" or joints" where the end of a 
strip was pasted on the selvedge of 
the other strip. Rotary press coil 
stamps of 1930 and 1932 issues do 
not show such pasteups (do not be 
mistaken with so-called pasteups due 
to part of the roll being removed 
on account of defective printing, and 
a piece of paper joining both ends 
of a new strip). 

Since 1935, coils are printed on 


continuous rolls without line or 
pasteup (except as mentioned in 
ahove paragraph). However, after 
each impression of the plate, the 


raper roll has to be replaced slightly 
in order to insure the printing of 
another impression. This replacement 
is done by hand if I remember well, 
and at times, there might be a slight 
difference in the alignement. This is 
NOT found only in the 2e current 
or anv other value but IN ALL 
VALUES issued since 1935. Way 
back in 1936 or so, I wrote articles 
on these variations which was the 
cause for one of the most interesting 
varieties in recent years (don't write 
me. I have none left). The 1e coil, 
19835. which was in the debut of the 
new printing method, showed a nar- 
row or thin numeral at the left every 
time the paper has to be pulled. The 
same stamp also showed a gutter 
varying in width between this very 
stamp and the one to its left. The 
left edge of the “defective” stamp 
was also blurred from top to bottom. 


As a general rule, the varying 
width of the gutter between the two 
stamps resulted in a narrow gutter, 
much narrower than what it norm- 


ally should have been. At times, due 
to irregular “pulling” the gutter 
was much wider, this variety not be- 


ing so common as the “narrow gut- 


ter." 

I have avoided entering into the 
technical details of the operation. 
The *look" of the stamp showing 
the thin numeral blurred side and 
narrow gutter gave the stamp the 
general appearance of a stamp print- 
ed from a damaged plate. 

The 2e and 3e value, coiled, of the 
1935 issue, also showed the same 
variety, but to a lesesr extent al- 
though the variety could easily be 
seen with the naked eye. Same posi- 
tion in the roll, same cause, same 
variety. The 3e value also showed a 
variety “long hairline” in gutter, and 
numeral of value, which, however, 
had nothing to do with the pulling 
of the paper. 

The above accounts for the differ- 
ence in width of the spacing between 
two stamps. It also is the reason 
why the top (and of course bottom) 
is out of alignment with the stamp 
to the left or the right, either one 
will be slightly lower or higher than 
its companion. The difference of 
course, is not much, one mm. prob- 
ably being the maximum difference. 
In the 1935 issue, the narrow gutter 
was so narrow at times that there 
was barely 14% mm. between both 
stamps while the widest your author 
has seen was 6 mm. 

Gradually, improvement was 
shown. In the 1938 issue the blurred 
edge of the stamp can easily be seen 
in the lc value, in fact in all the 
issues since 1935 the 1c seems to be 
the value in which the variety can 
best be seen. 

The blurred edge is not so often 
met with now in recent issues, and 
the out of alignment variety is not 
so much pronounced as previously, 
but it still exists, and is no rarity. 

As a general rule, whenever (but 
not always) either variety is found, 
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collectors will notice a more or less 
deep toning of the paper on the 
stamp to the left in a pair, which is 
usually the end of the plate. This 
toning is usually found on the right 
side of the stamp (our right side 
when we face the stamp). 

There's nothing rare in this variety 
as examination of full rolls will al- 
ways disclose some pair with one 
stamp slightly higher than the oth- 
er, The variety is always found at 
the end of the plate, but if you have 
a pair, or still better, a long strip 
of let's say over 30 stamps long, and 
you have the variety in such a posi- 
tion that you identify it properly as 
NOT being from the end of the plate, 
then you have a real plate variety. 
But if, in a long strip, you have the 
variety and find the out of align- 
ment variety in the same strip, but 
25 stamps further, then you have ex- 
actlv what I have explained above. 


Plate Block Condition 


By D. €. MacMillan 


There are two categories of plate 
blocks; the relatively ommon ones 


which sell at reasonable prices and 
the searce ones which are selling 
for many times their face value. 
These remarks are specifically with 
regard to the scarcer and more ex- 
pensive items but will apply, to a 
lesser degree, to the more plentiful 
types. The ideas put forth are my 
own but, since I have seen nothing 
written before on the subject, I 
thought they might be of interest to 
other collectors. 

I believe plate blocks can be classi- 
fied as follows: 

Superb, Good, Poor. 

It follows that a superb block will 
command the top market price, a 
good block will be less valuable and 
a poor one will be worth whatever it 
will bring. 

The points to consider when asses- 
sing a plate block are as follows: 

(a) Centering — a well centered 
block makes a good impression to 
start off with. Remember that the 
percentage of well centered blocks is 
low and, for scarce items, take what 
you can get to begin with. Reason- 
ably centered blocks should be dis- 


counted 30 per cent or more for this 
flaw. 


(b) Bends, creases, ete. — I have 
seen some blocks which looked as 
though they had been crumpled in 
someone's hand. These are only good 
for postage, in the common items. 
Each block must be considered on 
lts merits but I do not feel that a 
creased block is worth more than 50 
per cent of the top price. 

(c) Damage to selvedge — So far 
as | am concerned the plate block 
includes the selvedge. Therefore dam- 
age to the selvedge reduces the 
value. 

In some instances damage occurs 
during the printing processes. These 
I eonsider to be errors and give top 
billing in my collection. 

(d) Writing on selvedge — This 
usually occurs when the postmaster 
numbers the sheets he has in stock. 
In peneiil, it is not too serious as 
it can be erased but in ink, it defaces 
the block. Value is reduced 30 per 
cent or more. 

(e) Damage to Gum — If the gum 
has been completely removed it will 
reduce the value 50 per cent at least. 
Otherwise, each block must be con- 
sidered on its merits. 

(f) Separation of Perforation — 
This is not too serious, provided only 
a few perforations are separated and 
should not reduce value more than 
30 per cent. The worse the separa- 
tions, the less the value. In this con- 
nection, I believe that in some loca- 
tions collectors have limited them- 
selves to so called plate pairs. I do 
not consider these to have much 
value over that of the stamps. 

(e) Folds along Perforations — 
Does not spoil appearance but may 
result in separation over a period of 
time: Reduce value 30 per cent or 
more, 

Plate block collectors are, in gen- 
eral. a very fussy bunch and demand 
perfection in their blocks. 


The Capex office was a busy place. 
We would say the staff was run off 
its feet. In support of that we noted 
a youne lady in the office about 4 
p.m. Thursday, Sept. 27, who had 
discarded her shoes to rest her weary 
feet while carrying on her work in 
stocking feet. I hope Capex bought 
her a new pair of nylons. 
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From the point of view of the plate 
block specialist much of the magnifi- 
cent display of Capex was of merely 
academic interest only Dr. Jeph- 
cott's fine Edward's and George's 


stand out in my memory. I was dis- 
appointed not to see Mr. Sol Kance's 
Royal Visit “impossibles” on display 
the day I was there (the first Sat- 
urday) and can only hope that they 
were shown later. 

Was delighted to see my old friend 
Paul Brown and have dinner with 
him. His article on the Honourable 
James Morris, first P.M. of Canada, 
in the official catalogue, was easily 
my choice for the outstanding article, 
exemplifying as it did the scholar- 
ship, humanity and quiet humour 
which are so characteristic of him. 

There were few plate blocks to be 
bought, and as I have said, relatively 
few on display, so it was reserved 
for the new plate block catalogue, 
compiled by Major K. H. White, 
chairman of the BNAPS Plate Block 
Study Group, and published by the 
Stanley Stamp Co. of Vancouver, to 
give me my greatest Capex thrill. I 
was particularly happy to see this 
catalogue because as far back as 
November, 1949, in this column I 
suggested the formation of a group 
to study plate blocks, and in January 
1950 I wrote: *A priced catalogue of 
Canadian plate blocks would be of 
great interest and value." Not get- 
ting much response to these sugges- 
tions I wrote to several members of 
BNAPS including Mr. R. J. Duncan 
and Mr. F. C. Bricker, and in May, 
1950 I wrote for “Topics” a short 
article in which I repeated the sug- 
gestion. This time I did get an en- 
thusiastic reaction and the group was 
formed. The selection of Major White 
as chairman was a singularly happy 
one, as his vigorous prosecution of 
the work is mainly responsible for 
the appearance of the catalogue at 
such an opportune time. The pub- 
lishers are also to be congratulated. 
(Incidentally, I should like to say 
here that one of my most pleasant 
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memories of Capex is meeting Col. 
Eaton and his son who so capably 
and so genially direct the company's 
affairs). 

Naturally enough the catalog will 
not satisfy everyone but it is a land- 
mark in the development of our 
branch of the hobby and will serve 
as a basis from which to go on. I 
confidently expect that it will attract 
wide attention and bring many con- 
verts. Once again I say “A great 
piece of work!" 

I have not time now to examine it 
in detail, but will try to do so in a 
future column. In the meantime I 
advise all my readers who have not 
already done so to procure a copy. 

The fact that it is right up to date 
is brought out by the fact that it 
refers to plate 6 of the new 4c orange 
which possibly will become the “im- 
possible" of our current set. Anyone 
owning a copy of this is cordially 
invited to contact me and I believe a 
census of these would be of great in- 
terest to all readers. 

In closing I would like to voice a 
word of appreciation to Mr. Frank 
Sykes of Detroit who is kind enough 
to tell me that “you have given me 
more information from your various 
articles than I have been able to find 
in any other manner and I do sin- 
cerely appreciate it and want to tell 
you so." Thanks, Mr. Sykes!

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A DOLLAR'S WORTH 

In terms of its pre-war buying 
power, the Canadian dollar is now 
worth about 53 cents . . . or, more 
accurately, that is what it was worth 
on August 1, when the cost of living 
index stood at 188.9. 


This, of course, is an average 
figure. The value varies according to 
cireumstances; specifically, it all de- 
pends on what a person buys. 

When it is used to pay the grocery 
bill, the 1951 dollar (as of August 1) 
is worth only 40 cents, compared with 
the prewar species. The food sub- 
index, highest of all the official liv- 
ing-cost factors, is up to 251.4. 

Today's dollar is worth 71% cents 
* as rent money but it will buy only 49 
cents? worth of clothing. Spent on 
fuel and light, it’s worth 67% cents; 
for home furnishings and services, a 
fraction more than 50 cents. When 
building a home, it buys only 34% 
cents' worth of materials. For such 
miscellaneous items as streetcar 
fares, health charges, theatre admis- 
sions and newspaper rates, it's worth 
an average of 69% cents. 

The value of the manufacturer's 
dollar has been cut even more dras- 
tically. In meeting labour costs, the 
employer's 1951 dollar is worth only 
35% cents. (Average hourly wages 
in manufacturing have risen from 
41.8 cents an hour in 1935-1939 to 





118.2 cents an hour on July 1, 1951.
